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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . According to paper filed on March 18, 2010, the applicants have filed a RCE. The 
applicants have also canceled claims 5 and 18 and furthermore, have amended claims 

1 . 29 and 30. 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-17, 19, 20, 22 and 24-30 are pending in the application. Claim 20 
remains withdrawn as being directed to non-elected invention. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. In the IDS submitted on 3/18/10, some references were not considered and were 
lined through since these references were not present in the application and 
furthermore, the year of publication was missing in all these references. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-4, 6-17, 19, 22 and 24-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. In independent claims 1 , 
29, 30 as well as in claims 6-8 and 19, there is no written description for preparing 
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compounds where plurality of substituents R define mono- or polycyclic, aliphatic or 
aromatic ring systems. There is not even a single example present for preparing such 
compounds. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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7. Claims 1 -4, 6-1 7, 1 9, 22 and 24-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In independent claims 1 , 29, 30 as well as in claims 6-8 and 1 9, for the value of variable 

R, the term a plurality of substituents R may in turn define a further mono- or 

polycyclic, aliphatic or aromatic ring system — is indefinite since these specific rings 
including size of the rings, number and types of heteroatoms present are not defined. 
In independent claims 1 , 29 and 30, the values of variables Cy1 and Cy2 defined as 
homo- or heterocyclic ring — - are indefinite since the number of carbon atoms and/or 
heteroatoms present in these rings are not defined. 

Claim 4 recites the limitation "contains 1 to 6 atoms or is a 3- to 6-membered homo- or 
heterocyclic ring for the value of variable V" in claim 1 . There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation " (Y)c attached to M or metal" in claim 1 . There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation " (Y)c attached to M or metal" in claim 1 . There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim 8 recites the limitation " (Y)c attached to M or metal" in claim 1 . There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

8. Claims 1-4, 6-17, 19, 22 and 24-30 are objected for containing non-elected subject 
matter. 

9. It is of note that compounds directed to the elected subject matter are already 
patented in US patents 7,569,692, 7,442,797 and 7.732.606 ( see claims ). Although 
these patents do not constitute prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) vet the instant 
compounds can not be allowed without declaring an interference with these issued 
patents, once the instant compounds are found allowable.
